Owner of 
dog must 
pay £2k 
for sheep 

A DOG owner has been 
ordered to pay more than 
£2,500 after his pet Husky 
killed three sheep on a farm. 

Ian Passmore was out 
walking his two Siberian 
Huskies near Himley Hall 
when one of the pets, that 
was not on a lead, ran off. 
The dog, called Gambit, ran 
into fields at Park Farm 
where more than 1,000 
sheep grazed. 

Cannock Magistrates 
Court heard that the dog on 
January 14 killed two sheep. 
A third died later from its 
injuries. The animals were 
valued at £80 each. 

Mrs Sara Beddow, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “The dog began 
chasing and singling out 
sheep while Mr Passmore 
was searching for him. 

“He said the fence was 
down and had been for 
some years. The incident 
ended with the arrival of the 
farmer and the police.” 

Passmore said: “My dog 
was rescued when he was 
14-months-old and he is fine 
with people and children I 
have never had any prob¬ 
lems except for what hap¬ 
pened on January 14. 

Passmore, aged 43, of 
Malthouse Drive, Dudley, 
admitted one charge of own¬ 
ing a dog worrying livestock 
and another of not keeping 
his dog under proper con¬ 
trol. 

He was ordered to pay 
£630 costs and £2,000 com¬ 
pensation.

CARE AT HOME 
FOR THE DYIHG 


A CARE plan will be trialled in Dudley 
borough to allow more people with 
cancer and other life-limiting illness¬ 
es to spend their final days at home. 

A partnership has been forged to try out the 
‘care at home’ scheme for two years. 

Macmillan Cancer Support has teamed up with Stour¬ 
bridge’s Mary Stevens Hospice, NHS Dudley Clinical 
Commissioning Croup and 


Dudley NHS Foundation 
Trust for the Macmillan 
Specialist Care at Home pro¬ 
ject, one of six pilot schemes 
across the UK. 

Swedish 

Based on a Swedish sys¬ 
tem, Macmillan Specialist 
Care at Home will be led 
by a community consultant 
doctor, who will coordinate 
teams of doctors, nurses, 
support workers and other 
professionals. 

People affected by cancer 
and other life-limiting con¬ 
ditions will be referred for 
specialist care and offered 
as much medical treatment 
and support in the home as 
possible. The programme 
starts next month and runs 
until 2016. 

Ciaran Devane, chief 
executive of Macmillan 
Cancer Support, said: “We 
know that three quarters of 
cancer patients would prefer 
to spend their final days in 
their own home with family 
and friends, but less than a 
third actually do. To allow 
people a real choice, we need 
health and social care ser¬ 
vices to be coordinated into 
a seamless package of care. 

“We hope that by testing 
the Macmillan Specialist 
Care at Home approach 
with Mary Stevens Hospice 
that we will further demon¬ 
strate a blueprint for the 
way end of life care is deliv¬ 
ered in the future.”

Hospice, said: “The partner¬ 
ship aims to achieve a single 
point of access for patients, 
enable earlier referral to 
services, help prevent un¬ 
planned hospital admis¬ 
sions, facilitate early crisis 
intervention and to support 
more patients at home or 
other preferred place of 
care. 

“This new partnership 
will ensure effective and effi¬ 
cient use of scarce resources 
by recruiting and training 
more carers and increasing 
palliative care consultant 
hours.” 

Dr Steve Cartwright, 
clinical executive for Dud¬ 
ley Clinical Commissioning 
Group, said: “By ensuring 
the right care packages are 
in place in the community 
for terminally ill people and 
their families, emergency 
hospital admission for those 
at the end of life could be 
substantially reduced. We 
hope to learn a lot through 
these pilots about how can¬ 
cer care could look in the 
future”. 

Paula Clark, Chief Exec¬ 
utive of The Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust said: 
“We know that many of the 
patients we care for nearing 
the end of their lives would 
prefer to be cared for in a 
comfortable and familiar 
environment like their own 
home.” 


Bill watches his business take flight

WHEN former steel mill worker Bill 
Pinchers was made redundant he set 
on a flight path to a new line of work. 

The 56-year-old from Coseley has 
put aside the shock of losing his job 
at Legg Brothers in Wolverhampton 
last year to begin a business in medie¬ 
val-themed falconry. 

Ambition 

For Mr Pinchers a lifetime’s ambi¬ 
tion has become reality after he was 
introduced to the ancient art by his 
grandfather when he was a child. 

From looking after finches the bird 
expert moved on to birds of prey and is 


now forging a new career and aims to 
educating children about the history of 
falconry. 

“Falcons were a luxury during me¬ 
dieval times and were often used as a 
way of paying off ransoms such were 
their value,” said Mr Pinchers. “I have 
been fascinated with them for a long 
time. 

“My granddad was a proper Black 
Country guy and he kept them. 

“I used to work at Legg Brothers in 
Wolverhampton but when I was made 
redundant it gave me the push to start 
a new business. 

“When you’re in full-time work 
you’re fearful of jumping out of the 


frying pan and into the fire but losing 
my job gave me the push.” 

Mr Pinchers said he will be holding 
falconry sessions at the Long Mynd , 
near Church Stretton, in Shropshire, 
and is in discussion with Ludlow Cas¬ 
tle about holding sessions there. 

He added: “I have 20 falcons and 
hawks and I find this line of work a 
lot more relaxing and less of a strain 
on the body than working with steel. 

“It’s a dream job and I love the idea 
of standing in front of an audience and 
educating them about an art which I 
am passionate about.”

A CHARITY worker is plan¬ 
ning to run and row 32,000 
miles in a record-breaking 
bid to raise enough money 
to pay for a new chemother¬ 
apy suite at a hospital. 

Sam Greatrex was diag¬ 
nosed with non-Hodgkin 
lymphoma in 1995 as a 
10-year-old. 

He was treated at Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s hospi¬ 
tal and his fundraiser is a 
way of saying thank you. 

Now 29, the Halesowen 
man has set himself his own 
Lap The World challenge. 

Fastest 

He is hoping to break 
the existing record for the 
Fastest Human Powered 
Circumnavigation of the 
world and he aims to raise 
£240,000 towards the new 
chemotherapy suite. 

He is due to set off in Sep¬ 
tember and will be accompa¬ 
nied by one man who is no 
stranger to gruelling global 
charity challenges, ‘Blind 
Dave’ Heeley, of West Brom¬ 
wich for the first few weeks 
of the epic journey. 

Mr Greatrex plans to row 
across 14,000 miles of ocean 
and pedal 18,000 miles 
through four continents, 
before arriving back in Bir¬ 
mingham after 580 days. 

To train for the event, Mr 
Greatrex is rowing and cy¬ 
cling for around two hours 
every day alongside his nor¬ 
mal working week for Mac¬ 
millan Cancer Support. 

Timber fire 
arson probe 

ARSON is suspected after 
hundreds of tons of timber 
went up in flames in a blaze 
at Bloomfield Recycling in 
Tipton on Sunday. 

The fire service believes 
the blaze may have been 
started deliberately as in¬ 
vestigations into the fire 
continue. 

Firefighters remained at 
the site in Bloomfield Road 
extinguishing burning em¬ 
bers using high powered 
water jets. More than 2.5 
million litres of water were 
poured onto the fire as 
crews battled the flames. 
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Family feud led to attack on road 


A MAN was kicked and stamped on 
by his nephews as bus passengers 
watched in horror, a court heard. 

Simon Collins was assaulted by 
Martin Collins, 19, and his brother 
Terry Collins, 18, from Dudley, in 
the South Yorkshire city of Shef¬ 
field following a family feud. Martin 
Collins was given three months con¬ 
current to his 40-month term after 
admitting criminal damage. 

A third man Charlie Doherty, 23, 


also involved , shouted ‘hit his legs 
off as an agricultural tool was used 
to strike Simon Collins. 

At Sheffield Crown Court Mar¬ 
tin and Terry Collins were each 
jailed for 40 months after admitting 
wounding with intent. Doherty, of 
Overdown Road, Catford, London, 
received nine months after admit¬ 
ting affray. 

There had been ‘ill-feeling’ be¬ 
tween members of the Collins and 


Doherty families leading to the at¬ 
tack on September 17. The court 
heard Simon Collins rammed his 
van into a van with the Collins 
brothers and Doherty inside, caus¬ 
ing it to crash into a bus. 

The brothers got out of the car 
and attacked Simon Collins with the 
wooden end of a scythe. Terry Col¬ 
lins stamped on his chest and head. 
The victim was left unconscious and 
suffered cuts and bruises. 


Mr Tony Stanford, defending 
Martin Collins, a married father- 
of-one of Kelham Gardens, said 
the attack was unplanned and out 
of character. Ms Lisa Hardy, de¬ 
fending his brotherTerry, of Price 
Street, said their mother brought 
the brothers to the Midlands to 
keep them out of trouble. Mr Nich¬ 
olas Neale,defending, said Doherty 
not hit anyone. He will be released 
immediately because of time served. 


Skills from the 1930s 

used on zoo buildings 


WORKERS are using methods and materials 
from the 1930s as they restore two iconic 
buildings at Dudley Zoo. 

Chief executive Peter Suddock said it had been 
a ‘fascinating’ experience to carry out renovation 
work on the zoo entrance and Safari Shop 
Alongside a more spacious shop, the building will offer a 
new entrance with direct access from the extended zoo car 
park and an integral Tecton 
Interpretation Centre. 

The centre will explain 
the significance of Dudley 
Zoo’s 12 Tecton buildings 
- the world’s largest sin¬ 
gle collection - designed by 
Russian architect Berthold 
Lubetkin and constructed 
between 1935 and 1937 
using a pioneering system 
of reinforced concrete. 

Heritage funding has en¬ 
abled repair work to be car¬ 
ried out for the first time on 
four of the structures - the 
shop, the familiar wave-like 
entrance, bear ravine and 
kiosk one, as part of a mul¬ 
ti-million pound makeover. 

Mr Suddock said: “All 
concrete repair work has 
been completed employ¬ 
ing the exact formula used 
when they were built and 
we’ve also identified origi¬ 
nal paint colours. It’s been 
a fascinating journey taking 
a unique set of buildings 
apart. So much previously 
unseen architecture has 
been revealed and it’s also 
offered an insight into past 
construction methods. 

“The structural engineer¬ 
ing for the time was very 
intelligent. For example, 
the entrance has 39 pins 
supporting the roof’s five 
iconic concrete ‘waves’. We 
now understand how that 
was constructed whereas 
prior knowledge was very 
limited.” 

Costs for the entrance 
and shop are £417,000 with 
£200,000 funded by Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund and re¬ 
maining £217,000 paid from 
the zoo’s own coffers. 


Borough has 
245 sex 
offenders 


THOUSANDS of registered 
sex offenders are living in 
the West Midlands. Figures 
show that Dudley has 245 
registered sex offenders. 

But Home Secretary 
Theresa May has told The 
Chronicle’s sister newspa¬ 
per the Express & Star that 
police will be keeping an eye 
on sex offenders — despite 
a controversial court rul¬ 
ing that said they must be 
allowed to appeal to be re¬ 
moved from a register after 
15 years. 

Appalled 

The law was changed in 
2012 following the Supreme 
Court ruling, something 
Mrs May said at the time 
she was ‘appalled by’. 

Speaking on a visit to 
Halesowen, the Home Sec¬ 
retary said: “We’ve had 
to change the legislation 
around this. But any deci¬ 
sions that are made will be 
made absolutely properly. 

“The police will look at 
the case when people appeal 
and all the evidence and all 
the aspects of the individual 
case. 

“Doing it that way I hope 
we can give re-assurance 
that these decisions will not 
be done in a casual way.”

A DROP-IN centre for peo¬ 
ple with mental health 
problems is closing. 

Dove House, in the 
grounds of Dudley’s Bushey 
Fields Hospital, is staffed 
and supported by independ¬ 
ent mental health charity 
Dudley Mind. The centre 
provides day activities and 
is a meeting place. 

But charity bosses say 
the service will shut from 
mid-May and a programme, 
called Empowering Recov¬ 
ery In the Community, will 
start on June 1. 

The building will be use 
by inpatients from the hos¬ 
pital during their run-up 
to leaving Bushey Fields. 
Drop-in facilities will con¬ 
tinue at other locations, 
such as community centres, 
and peer support groups will 
be started. A weekly advice- 
surgery is to be offered. 

Dudley Mind chief exec¬ 
utive Martin Mueller said: 
“We know that this change 
is not popular with some 
of the people who use Dove 
House at present and we are 
doing our best to support 
them through the changes.” 

He explained said the 
decision had been made 
following consultation with 
Dudley Council and NHS 
chiefs who provide funding.

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Uncovered 
skeleton 
is '200 
years old’ 

HUMAN remains discov¬ 
ered by engineers working 
on a £6.7 million revamp 
of Dudley’s historic market 
place were more than 200 
years old. 

Council chiefs are now 
having to make an urgent 
application for a licence 
from the Ministry of Justice 
to rebury the remains. 

Skeleton 

The skeleton is thought to 
belong to someone who had 
been buried in the grave¬ 
yard at St Edmund’s Church 
- known locally as Bottom 
Church - near where the 
remains were discovered in 
Castle Street last week. 

It is not yet known 
whether the person was 
male or female or their ap¬ 
proximate age. 

A police tent was erected 
over the spot after engineers 
discovered the skeleton on 
March 4. 

Work on that area of the 
market has been suspended 
but the rest of the scheme is 
still going ahead nearby. 

Dudley Councillor Khurs- 
hid Ahmed, cabinet member 
for transport, said: “A con¬ 
servation archaeologist vis¬ 
ited the site on Castle Street 
on Wednesday, which has 
revealed that the human 
remains are over 200 years 
old.”_ 

Disruption 
for traffic 

DRIVERS in Stourbridge 
were this week warned of 
disruptions, as it was an¬ 
nounced that a road will 
close for more than three 
months for work to repair 
a wall which collapsed more 
than a year ago. 

The wall in Red Hill came 
down following a landslip on 
Christmas Eve in 2012. 

A temporary fix was done 
to reopen the road soon 
after. 

But from March 24 the 
road will be closed again for 
permanent repair work to 
the wall. 

It will be closed between 
The Heathlands and Arling¬ 
ton Court until July 7. 

woodland grant 

A £73,000 grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund will 
be used to fund a three year 
project creating a nature re¬ 
serve. The Wildlife Trust for 
Birmingham and the Black 
Country aims to turn Peas- 
croft Wood, the only surviv¬ 
ing wood in the Bilston area, 
into a certified reserve. 



Boyfriend 'ashamed 1 after theft from partner Bfl

A THIEF who duped a man he met 
on a gay dating website out of more 
than £1,000 has been placed under 
supervision for a year. 

Joshua Bannister posed as a jun¬ 
ior barrister and tricked the victim 
into a three-month relationship, be¬ 
fore stealing money from his part¬ 
ner and from his partner’s mother. 

Bannister, aged 22, of All Saints 
Road, Darlaston, was found guilty in 
his absence at a trial of four thefts 
and following arrest was summoned 
to Dudley Magistrates’ Court. 

Bannister wept as his solicitor Mr 


Himat Sidhu told the hearing his 
client was remorseful and ashamed, 
and keen to turn his life around by 
going to university. 

Mrs Maxine Jarrousse-Jones, 
prosecuting, told the hearing that 
unemployed Bannister posed as a 
junior barrister when he first met 
the man on a dating website. 

She said that he was in a relation¬ 
ship with Mr Bannister for three 
months during that time, Mr Ban¬ 
nister lived with the victim in the 
man’s mother’s house in Coseley. It 
is alleged Mr Bannister stole money 


from a tin in the house belonging 
to his partner’s mother. He also 
stated Mr Bannister had access to 
his internet banking and had taken 
money — £170 and then £1,000.” 

The victim had got the money 
from his account back but a neck¬ 
lace, worth £270, and the money in 
the tin, believed to be about £130, 
was still missing. 

Mr Sidhu said Bannister had 
been too unwell to turn up for his 
trial but accepted the magistrates’ 
verdict. He said: “He is clearly re¬ 
morseful of his actions. He is trying 


to turn his life around, he wants to 
go to university and study leisure 
and tourism.” 

He added: “This gentleman does 
suffer from severe mental problems. 
This has been a sobering experience 
for him.” 

Chairman of the bench, Mrs 
Lynne Coyle, gave Bannister a 12- 
month community order with a su¬ 
pervision requirement. 

She also ordered him to pay £270 
compensation to the victim and 
£130 to the victim’s mother. He 
must also pay £725 court costs. 


School wins praise for 
its improving standards 


A SCHOOL which was once in special meas¬ 
ures has won praise for improving standards. 

Pupils at Ashwood Park Primary School in Word- 
sley are achieving better results in English and 
maths just five years after the school was placed into 
special measures by Ofsted. 

But the school has been transformed since them and has 
seen its rating go from satisfactory to good in its latest in- 
spection report. 

Headteacher Steve Hud¬ 
son said staff were ‘de¬ 
lighted’ after inspectors 
heaped praise on the im¬ 
provements made over a 
relatively short period. 

Lead inspector Gerald 
Griffin said pupils are ‘very 
happy and feel very safe’ 
in the school in Bells Lane, 
in his report released last 
week. 

He continued: “Pupils’ 
achievement is good and 
improving throughout 
the school in English and 
mathematics and they are 
well prepared for secondary 
school. Good teaching pro¬ 
vides pupils with work that 
is both interesting and rele¬ 
vant to their future.” 

School management was 
also highlighted as good 
with the governing body 
provides good support to 
the headteacher and staff. 
Mr Griffin added: “Teach¬ 
ing is nearly always good, 
and in some lessons it is 
outstanding. Teachers show 
that they have high expec¬ 
tations. Plans to improve 
the school and the training 
given to staff have been suc¬ 
cessful, and it is well placed 
to improve further. ” 

Of the pupils he said: “Pu¬ 
pils are very happy and feel 
very safe in school. Their be¬ 
haviour in class and around 
the school is good. Pupils 
are keen to learn and enjoy 
taking responsibility. We 
are continuing to move for¬ 
ward and we are hoping to 
move onto outstanding.”

Thousand year old sword on display

A RARE Saxon sword dating back 
more than a thousand years has gone 
on display in Dudley. 

The item has been loaned to the 
Dudley Museum and Art Gallery as 
part of its Saxons and Vikings exhibi¬ 
tion. 

The sword, lent by a private collec¬ 
tor, is the only genuine Saxon sword 
in the exhibition. 

The weapon is said to have been 
found near Winchester and is exhib¬ 
ited alongside a shield boss from the 
same site. 


The sword shows a great deal of cor¬ 
rosion but staff say it is none the less 
an ‘amazing example’ and it is exhib¬ 
ited with a hilt and fittings from other 
weapons of the same period. 

The exhibition focuses on a 400 year 
period after the Roman legions left 
Britain and the Anglo-Saxons estab¬ 
lished themselves in the heartland of 
an England that had previously been 
largely Celtic. 

The exhibition, which also looks

inquest nears of dead man's secret 


A REFUSE collector was found 
hanged at his home after sending 
text messages to his ex-partner 
threatening to kill himself. 

Stuart Hollis was discovered at 
his address in Boundary Hill, Lower 
Gornal, on August 4, 2012. The 
41-year-old had split from partner 
Sarah Thompson in October 2011. 

The inquest was told Mr Hollis 
had been keeping a ‘secret’ from 
Miss Thompson during his relation¬ 


ship — that he was already married. 

She told the court they had kept 
in touch as they had a daughter who 
Mr Hollis would see on an ‘ad hoc 
basis’. He had been due to pick up 
his daughter a few days before his 
death. 

Miss Thompson said: “I phoned 
up to tell him to not pick our daugh¬ 
ter up because she was poorly and 
we could arrange it for another 
time. He began to get abusive on the 


phone and accused me of using her 
as ammunition against him. After¬ 
wards he started to send me abusive 
text messages.” 

Miss Thompson decided to wait 
a few days for her ex-partner to 
‘cool down’. He had also sent texts 
threatening to kill himself. When 
she was told on August 4 that no- 
one could get in touch with Mr Hol¬ 
lis, “a chill went down my spine”, 
she said. 


His brother Philip said Mr Hollis 
had tried to kill himself before by 
taking an overdose of painkillers. 
“Sarah did not know he was already 
married and he did not know how to 
tell her,” he said. 

Senior Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said Mr Hollis had 
been found dead in his garage. Mr 
Balmain recorded that Mr Hollis 
had hanged himself after consum¬ 
ing alcohol. 


Call on watchdog to

and 40 staff. 

But members of Dudley 
Council’s adult services 
scrutiny committee refused 
to reverse the decision taken 
by department boss Council¬ 
lor Dave Branwood. Dudley 
Council says it can no longer 
afford the running costs and 
£750,000 needed for refur¬ 
bishment. 

The New Bradley Hall Ac¬ 
tion Group will contact the 
Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man, which investigates 
complaints into council con¬ 
duct, about their concerns. 

Group member Phil 
Vanes said: “Our next move 
will be to contact the Local 
Government Ombudsman 
with a view to making a 
complaint about the lack 
of a consultation process, 
bringing the Labour Party 
and council into disrepute.” 

Emotions ran high at the 
meeting which with argu¬ 
ments between councillors 
and cries of derision from 
a packed public gallery at 
Dudley Council House. Mr 


Vanes said: “This committee 
have the power to put right 
this wrong now and you can 
save us all a lot of trouble by 
not ratifying this decision. 
Can we suggest that you 
return the proposal back to 
Councillor Branwood and 
suggest that they start the 
consultation process again?” 

Committee chairman 
Councillor Zafar Islam con¬ 
firmed assurances would be 
sought over the quality of 
service provided by the new 
operator. 

More than 75 per cent 
of people questioned in the 
consultation between Feb¬ 
ruary 6 and April 27, 2012, 
wanted the home to stay 
under council control. 

In October Councillor 
Branwood signed off a deci¬ 
sion to find a new owner and 
operator for the home in 
Compton Drive. Campaign¬ 
ers say this was against the 
consultation findings. Coun¬ 
cillor Branwood told the 
meeting: “There is no doubt 
in my mind that the process 
has been followed properly.”

Father, 83, 
died as 
a result 
of a fall 

AN ELDERLY man died af¬ 
ter falling in the street, an 
inquest heard. 

Brian Quinton, from Cas¬ 
tle Grove in Oldswinford, 
died at Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital on February 
23, the day after his 83rd 
birthday. 

At an inquest into his 
death at Smethwick Council 
House last week, his daugh¬ 
ter Julie Sharman, from 
Droitwich, said she had a 
phone call from him two 
days earlier. 

Bump 

She told the hearing: “He 
said he’d had a nasty fall. I 
left the office straight away 
and he was sat in the chair 
in his lounge. He had a 
bump on his head and was 
grazed and bleeding on his 
nose. He was very shocked.” 

She added: “I tried to ask 
him about the fall, he was a 
very proud and independ¬ 
ent man, he didn’t really 
want to talk about it. He 
had slipped over on a walk 
homeh.” 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said a report 
from the hospital revealed 
Mr Quinton died from pneu¬ 
monia, along with a fracture 
of one of his vertebrae. 

He recorded that death 
was due to an accident.

Woman found in bushes died naturally HUM 


A WOMAN whose body was found in bush¬ 
es outside a hospital died of natural causes 
after suffering breathing difficulties caused 
by a chest infection, a coroner has ruled. 

Angela Wade’s body was found in over¬ 
growth by security staff at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital on January 5, 2012. 

The 35-year-old, who had spinal scolio¬ 
sis and general neurological disease, was 
last seen on December 20, 2011. She had 
been discharged from the hospital following 
treatment for self-harm. 

An earlier hearing was told Miss Wade, of 
Aaron Manby Court, Princes End, Tipton, 
had been assessed by a psychiatric doctor on 


November 18 after taking an overdose that 
was believed to have been a cry for help. 

She had been referred to the emergency 
duty team at adult social care at Sandwell 
Council and also to the Black Country NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

Unable 

An assessment had been carried out on 
the evening of November 18 as Miss Wade 
said she was having difficulty with her dis¬ 
ability. Further assessments were carried 
out before she was discharged by the team. 

In a letter to the coroner, the adult social 
care team at Sandwell Council said they 


had been unable to get in contact with Miss 
Wade following the referral after the over¬ 
dose. 

The psychiatric liaison team claimed Miss 
Wade’s case had not been referred back to 
them, despite social services saying it had. 
Coroner Mr Robin Balmain had delayed 
making a conclusion until an investigation 
into this discrepancy had been carried out. 

At last week’s hearing, Mr Balmain said 
that after receiving evidence he was now 
‘satisfied’ the proper referrals had taken 
place. He recorded a conclusion of death by 
natural causes during the inquest held at 
Dudley Coroner’s Court. 


After receiving evidence I am satisfied 
and can now conclude this inquest,” he said. 
“This lady had a chest infection, which is a 
natural cause.” 

Miss Wade, who was unemployed, was 
discovered in the hospital grounds after 
police had launched a missing persons in¬ 
vestigation. 

Her body was found in bushes on the 
boundary of the hospital site. Miss Wade’s 
spinal condition prevented her from walk¬ 
ing very far. 

Following the last hearing, Miss Wade’s 
mother Carole said she missed her daughter 
very much.

Skills gap key to 
better business 



SIMON PENFOLD outlines 
the good, the bad and the 
ugly of the Black Country’s 
economic situation 


WE are building more homes in 
the Black Country, our children 
are doing better at school and 
more people are in work than 
there were a year ago. 

There has been a 3,000 hike in the 
workforce across Wolverhampton, 
Walsall, Dudley and Sandwell. 

However, the nitty-gritty of this is 
that 9,000 new jobs created in the pri¬ 
vate sector were partly wiped out by the 
loss of 6,000 public sector jobs as Govern¬ 
ment spending cuts bit deep across local 
authorities and state-funded bodies. 

At the same time, people in the Black 
Country are much less physically active 
than the UK average. And figures for in¬ 
fant death, diabetes and childhood obe¬ 
sity are significantly worse than for the 
UK as a whole. 

The facts and figures are all revealed 
in a newly published Economic Review, 
a look at the Black Country and the state 
we are in. It has been compiled by the 
economic intelligence unit of the Black 
Country Consortium, the organisation 
set up between local business leaders and 
local authorities more than a decade ago 
to co-ordinate their efforts to regenerate 
the area. 

To keep track of progress - or the lack 
of it - the Consortium compiles huge 
amounts of data every year. 

One of the key numbers it produces 
is something called the ‘output gap’. It 
effectively compares how well the Black 
Country is performing as a local econ¬ 
omy, and how well it should be perform¬ 
ing compared to the rest of the UK. 

The bad news is that an overall assess¬ 
ment shows the Black Country’s econ¬ 
omy is around £7.8 billion short of where 
it needs to be. The worse news is that 
figure has been getting bigger. 


Since 2004 is has gone up by around 
£3 billion, and last year it rose another 
£200 million. 

This is partly because we have too 
few people in jobs, and partly because 
our people don’t have good enough 
skills. But the biggest problem is that 
the Black Country economy lacks dy¬ 
namism - it underperforms in terms 
of competition, investment, innovation 
and enterprise. We simply don’t create 
enough businesses. 

In the UK as a whole, for every 10,000 
people around 42 businesses are created 
every year. In the Black Country that 


falls to just 30. Across the area that 
means 1,453 businesses that should be 
started, aren’t. 

And the area loses out in terms of 
wages, spending, taxes and all the other 
benefits healthy businesses bring to an 
area to the tune of £5.4 billion. But the 
businesses we do have are often doing 
very well indeed. 

Around 90,000 people in the Black 
Country have jobs in what is now called 
the High Value Manufacturing sector. 
That is firms making parts for cars, 
planes, oil rigs, pipelines and anything 
else that requires engineering know¬ 


how and precision. The result is that 
the Black Country has become the heart 
of the UK’s engineering components 
industry. Parts made in Dudley, West 
Bromwich, Oldbury, Walsall or Wolver¬ 
hampton are now going into virtually 
every car and aircraft now being pro¬ 
duced in the UK. 

Companies like Jaguar Land Rover, 
with its new engine plant on the i54, and 
Tata Steel, with its major investment at 
the Wednesfield Steelpark, see the Black 
Country as an area with a manufactur¬ 
ing future. But that has brought its own 
set of problems - the biggest of which 
is the region’s skills gap, says Stewart 
Towe, chairman of the Local Enterprise 
Partnership. 

Mr Towe said the skills issue was 
‘absolutely critical’ and is appealing to 
more young people - and their parents 
- to consider careers in engineering 
and manufacturing. Mr Towe, who is 
also head of Smethwick manufacturing 
group Hadley, said: “One of our biggest 
problems is that we have too many ‘life¬ 
style businesses’.” 

Earnings 

A lack of skills is a big factor in an¬ 
other area where the Black Country is 
still losing out: wages. The average earn¬ 
ings for a Black Country person in full 
time work last year was £23,256. That 
is up £216 on the previous year but still 
£3,761 short of the national average. 

Unemployment remains high, at 11.2 
per cent compared to eight per cent na¬ 
tionally. To get us up to the national 
average would mean more than 16,000 
people finding a job. 

Transport is another big issue, and 
the last year has seen work under 
way on the £36 million M54 junction 
2 scheme, improving access to the i54 
business site, as well as the £25m A41 
West Bromwich Underpass. 

The Economic Review shows that the 
Black Country is making progress in 
areas such as education and training, 
building new homes and - gradually - 
increasing jobs. But it also underlines 
that this area has a long way to go.

1984

A LOCAL authority defended 
its decision to threaten a man 
with court action over £1 owing 
on his council tax. Clive Hay¬ 
ward, of Willenhall, was sent a 
demand after paying his £431 
bill in 10 instalments of £43. “I 
thought they would have added 
£1 to one of the instalments,” 
he said. “The council has been 
ridiculously heavy-handed.” 

FRANK Sinatra was reported 
to be in good shape and anxious 
to return to the stage days after 
collapsing during a concert in 
Virginia. 

POLICE removed the distinc¬ 
tive sign outside the Gloucester 
‘House of Horrors’ after a ninth 
body was found buried at the 
site. Its owner, Gloucester build¬ 
er Fred West, appeared before 
magistrates in the city charged 
with five more murders, in addi¬ 
tion to the three charges he was 
already facing. 

2004 

TWO young women were res¬ 
cued after their car plunged 18ft 
into the River Severn near Iron- 
bridge, forcing them to clamber 
onto the roof as the vehicle sank 
into freezing waters. It was be¬ 
lieved the driver had served to 
avoid a badger. 

THOUSANDS queued outside 
Birmingham’s University of Cen¬ 
tral England to audition for the 
Big Brother house.

SHE met Princess Diana, Mu¬ 
hammad Ali and was regularly 
seen on police duty covering her 
beloved football club, the Sad¬ 
dlers. 

Tributes have now been paid to former 
police officer Julie Skidmore who served in 
the Black Country during her 30 year ca¬ 
reer in the force, and who lost her six year 
battle with ovarian cancer last month. 

More than 400 people attended her fu¬ 
neral on Monday. The popular 56 year-old 
from Walsall was the first female officer at 
Saddlers games and was even captured on 
camera kicking the ball back into play at 
the old Fellows Park ground. 

She continued to hold the football club 
close to her heart as a fan and even worked 
in the Bescot Stadium control room after 
her retirement from the force. 

During her three decades patrolling the 
beat in Walsall she received a commenda¬ 
tion for bravery in 1996 after being threat¬ 
ened with a 14 inch sword after executing a 
search warrant in Pleck.

She was known to many in the commu¬ 
nity under her maiden name Dale having 
joined the force in August 1976. 

She mainly covered the town centre, 
Alumwell, Pleck and Caldmore areas and 
later on was also involved with CID. 

The grandmother-of-one was diagnosed 
with cancer and would regularly travel to 
Surrey for treatment at the Royal Marsden 
Hospital. 

Even during this and following her retire¬ 
ment she still worked as a civilian at sta¬ 
tions including Erdington, Sutton Coldfield 
and at Lloyd House in Birmingham. She 
would help set up open days. 

Following her diagnosis her family were 
braced she may have up to just two more 
years, but due to her determination and 
care she prolonged her life for years more. 

She underwent clinical trials at the hos¬ 
pital and after the support she received 
the Julie Skidmore Climb Every Mountain 
Fund has been created in her honour and 
will raise money for the Royal Marsden 


Cancer Charity. A charity walk of 40 miles 
from Walsall to Port Vale for the game in 
April is also being planned to raise money 
for the cause. 

Mrs Skidmore, of Pelsall, passed away 
last month and leaves behind husband of 
27 years Mark and daughter Danielle. 

After being able to prolong her life in 
the last she managed to see her daughter 
get married, welcome the birth of her first 
grandchild Georgy last year and go to her 
favourite place Salzburg. 

Amazing 

Daughter Danielle, aged 27, said: “She 
was very bubbly, very infectious and it has 
hit everyone very hard. 

“She lived for everybody else, she would 
do anything for anybody, she had this 
amazing smile. 

“She remained a Wpc, she never really 
wanted to climb the ladder, on reflection 
she always said maybe I should have done it 
but she was always involved in the commu¬ 
nity. She was the first female police officer 
to police a game down at Fellows Park. She 


was notorious for being on the touchline 
and there is a picture of her kicking the 
football in her uniform. She still worked as 
a civilian while she was having treatment.” 

As a police officer she helped set up Hos¬ 
pital Watch to help improve security at Wal¬ 
sall Manor. 

She was on security duty when boxer 
Ali was in Birmingham for a promotional 
event and one of her biggest highlights was 
to meet Princess Diana when she visited the 
hospital’s maternity unit in 1991. 

Danielle, aged 27, said: “When Diana was 
given flowers she passed them back to her, 
she called herself Diana’s flower girl. She 
loved it she was so proud.” 

Mrs Skidmore and the fundraising in 
her memory will be featured in the Walsall 
matchday programme for the weekend’s 
game against Wolves. 

The funeral took place at St Peter’s 
Church in Little Aston on Monday with 
the police force doing a guard of honour.

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E-cig battery 
explosion risk 

THEY are seen as an alternative to tobacco 
but West Midlands Fire Service is warn¬ 
ing people about exploding e-cigarettes. It 
comes after a second such explosion in the 
region in as many months. 

On both occasions firefighters say the 
lithium ion batteries blew apart because 
they were connected to chargers not pro¬ 
vided by the e-cigarette manufacturer. 

In the first incident, in a Birmingham of¬ 
fice, the device had been left on a desk to 
charge via a computer USB port. The owner 
was away from his desk when the battery 
sprayed its hot contents towards where he 
had been sitting only a few minutes earlier. 

A similar e-cigarette battery has since ex¬ 
ploded when it was left to charge in a house 
in Solihull. The resulting fire and smoke 
damaged much of the room and its con¬ 
tents. Three people had to flee the property. 


Benefits system stitched-up 
by former seamstress, 64 


A PENSIONER pocketed more than 
£35,000 in benefits — after hiding 
away £140,000 of savings. 

Janet Greenway collected a ‘small fortune’ 
in gifts and bequests from people who held her 
in high regard, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

But then the retired seamstress stitched up 
the authorities by keeping the windfall secret, 
while continuing to collect housing and council 
tax relief that her wealth made her ineligible for. 

She also claimed pension credit and had 
picked up a total of £35,500 in eight years before 


her wrong-doing was uncovered by investigators, 
revealed Mr David Bennett, prosecuting. 

Mr Michael Brooks, defending 64-year-old 
Greenway, who walks with a stick, said the 
claims had not been fraudulent from the outset 
and revealed that she had repaid all the money. 

Prison 

He concluded: “She has learned her lesson and 
recognises that what she did was stupid.” 

Greenway, of Pippin Avenue, Halesowen, ad¬ 
mitted failing to notify the authorities of her 
change in circumstances and providing false 
documentation. 


The court heard she was of previous good char¬ 
acter. She was spared jail but Recorder Stephen 
Linehan told her: “What you did was not stupid. 
It was thoroughly dishonest and criminal. 

“The hundreds of thousands of pensioners 
who live on very little without resorting to fraud 
will be filled with a sense of outrage at your 
behaviour. Your conduct deserves a prison sen¬ 
tence but your lack of previous conviction, ill 
health and the fact you have repaid the money 
allows me to suspend the term.” 

Green way was given a one-year jail term sus¬ 
pended under supervision for two years and told 
to pay £340 costs. 


Cabbies get a 
road test pledge 

TAXI drivers have secured assurances from 
officials to end delays on council checks on 
their cabs. 

Around 500 members of Dudley Private 
Hire and Taxi Association handed in a peti¬ 
tion this week to voice their concerns. 

They say Dudley Council has a monopoly 
over roadworthiness checks on their vehicles 
but does not have enough capacity to cope 
with the volume of work that creates, with 
only one bay available at one time. 

Association chairman Shaz Saleemsays 
drivers are unable to have MOTs at the same 
time as the annual service so can often be 
forced off the road twice. 

Dudley Council is investing £165,000 in a 
new vehicle testing unit which will also pro¬ 
vide MOTs, based at Narrowboat Way. Mr 
Saleem says he has been assured two testing 
stations will be available at the new base. 


Brave boy is home 
after lifesaving op

Brave Gaurav Bains is back at home after months in hospital 

HE has spent the past three months in isolation recovering 
from a bone marrow transplant that could have saved his 
life. But now two-year-old Gaurav Bains is back home with 
his family after becoming an inspiration to thousands. 

Little Guarav underwent the life-saving operation just 
before Christmas and has spent the weeks since locked 
away in his hospital room to give his immune system time 
to rebuild. It has been a rollercoaster of ups and downs 
for the brave young patient and his family but they are 
delighted that he is now back home in Tipton. 

Parents Sunny and Gurprit took it in turns to stay at 
their son’s bedside throughout his stay at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. Mr Bains, aged 31, said: “It’s brilliant, 
he’s back at home where he belongs. It’s especially good for 
Gaurav’s sister Kiran who has been missing him.” 

The Alexandra Road youngster has been discharged from 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital almost 12 weeks since he 
was admitted and 77 days after a stem cell transplant. Had 
he not received the transplant, to treat a rare condition 
called Monosomy 7 Syndrome, then it is likely he would 
have developed an aggressive form of childhood leukaemia. 


Region is boosted 
by export figures 


EXPORTS from the West 
Midlands hit a record high 
at the end of last year, un¬ 
derlining belief that recov¬ 
ery is now well under way in 
the region. 

In the last three months 
of 2013 the value of exports 
from the region hit a high 
of £7.5 billion,up by £887 
million. 

At the same time, new 
figures from HM Revenue 
& Customs show that the 
region saw the highest in¬ 
crease in exports in 2013 
in the UK. The region’s ex¬ 
port figures in 2013 totalled 


£26.9 billion, up £4.2b — or 
18.4 per cent — on the year 
before. 

Paul Noon, regional di¬ 
rector for the Government’s 
export agency UK Trade & 
Investment, said: “These 
are, once again, smashing 
figures for exports from the 
West Midlands. They cap- 
off a bumper year in 2013 
for exports, demonstrating 
sustained growth from com¬ 
panies across the region. 

“Exporting is in the DNA 
of companies in this region 
and is the heartbeat of the 
economic recovery. ”

BOSSES at a soft furnishings arriving in 
Dudley have been welcomed by an ME 

Miss Daisy Manufacturing moved to 
Netherton from Sandwell in January, tak¬ 
ing over a derelict tool-making site. The 
company, which manufacturers pillows, 
cushions, bedding and other soft furnish¬ 
ings, employs 25and is hoping to expand. 

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly said:“I 
was delighted to hear from founders Sean 
and Bev Smith that they have ambitious 
plans to increase employment on their new 
site as they win more orders from UK re¬ 
tailers. I have also written to the Secretary 
of State for Business, Innovation and Skills 
to highlight the good work of this company. 

“It’s great to see first-hand more evidence 
of the revival in UK manufacturing and the 
important role being played by Dudley and 
the Black Country.” 


A 74-YEAR-OLD woman died from a 
blood clot weeks after falling down 
a step at a hotel and fracturing her 
kneecap, an inquest heard. 

Rhona Homer was staying at the Oakleigh 
Guest House in Stourport on September 1, 2012 
when she tumbled down a small step in a corri¬ 
dor, Dudley Coroner’s Court was told. 

The 74-year-old, of Park Lane, Halesowen, 
was taken to Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital by 
her family. A cast was put on her knee and she 
was given blood thinning medication as a pre¬ 
caution due to her age and restricted mobility. 


She was discharged from hospital and was able 
to put weight on her leg with the aid of a frame. 
But the retired wages clerk collapsed suddenly 
at her home on September 23. Mrs Homer died 
at Russells Hall Hospital the same day. 

Her family told the inquest the step she had 
fallen down was along an unlit corridor and was 
not clearly marked. 

Senior Black Country coroner Mr Robin Bal¬ 
main said he would be contacting the Health 
and Safety Executive to ensure action had been 
taken at the hotel. 

Mrs Homer’s daughter, Angela, said: “There 
was a lamp at one end of the corridor but it was

not lit. Nor was there a yellow strip marking it 
out.” 

She added: “She did not seem poorly even 
before her death. We had just eaten and were 
actually discussing what to put on the shopping 
list for that week. My mother left the room and 
we heard a bump. She had collapsed.” 

She carried out CPR on her mother until the 
paramedics arrived. 

Mr Balmain said the medical cause of Mrs 
Homer’s death had been a pumonary embolism, 
a blood clot preventing her lungs from working 
properly. He recorded a conclusion of accidents 
death. 


Lights to go off 
after midnight 

A SENIOR Dudley councillor has defended 
his cash-strapped authority’s plan to turn 
off street lights to save money. 

The council is planning to turn off lights 
after midnight, potentially plunging areas 
into darkness, from 2016 onwards. They 
hope it makes little difference as most peo¬ 
ple are in bed between midnight and 5am. 

Dudley transport boss Councillor Khur- 
shid Ahmed, aid: “We have put forward a 
proposal to save £100,000 in 2016/17 by 
switching off some of the street lighting 
in quieter areas. We are facing significant 
reductions in funding from central govern¬ 
ment with unprecedented savings needing 
to be made locally. However, we are also 
investing heavily in new technology to help 
improve our street lighting. Rest assured, 
we will regularly monitor areas affected and 
people’s safety will remain our top priority.”

POLICE seized 1,000 cannabis plants in a 
raid on a warehouse in Brierley Hill as the 
gang who had been growing it escaped over 
a 20ft wall into a canal. 

As officers burst in through the front 
door, those who had been cultivating the 
crop on an industrial estate off Brettell 
Lane, fled out of the back. 

Chopsticks 

In their rush, they left behind a laptop 
computer, their mobile phones and dropped 
their chopsticks, leaving a half-eaten bowls 
of rice and fish stew. 

The alarm was raised after the landlord 
of the leased warehouse in Meeting Lane, 
on the Canalside trading estate, realised 
that his building was being used to grow 
cannabis. 

There was a pungent smell and wooden 
frames had been erected, covered with 


plastic sheeting to create a series of rooms 
where a hydroponics system had been set 
up, powered by an illegal spur into the elec¬ 
tricity supply 

A ‘nursery’ room contained around 500 
saplings and two other rooms each held 
around 250 larger plants, nearly ready to 
sold as cannabis. 

Pc Matt Barnsley, of Stourbridge Police, 
said: “It’s a big, professional set-up, with at 
least 15 rooms.” 

Pc Tracey Jones, also based in Stour¬ 
bridge, said: “We searched every room but 
they must have heard sirens and left sharp¬ 
ish. 

“The only way out would have been into 
the backyard and over the fence into the 
canal — so they must have got wet.” 

The plants will be destroyed by the police 
Cannabis Disposal Team and the value of 
the drugs will be assessed.

£l88k consultants' 
bill ‘value for money 

THE £188,000 bill for consultants to help recruit police 
staff is ‘value for money’, according to the West Midlands 
police chief. The force is bringing in recruitment agents 
TMP to deal with applications for 450 jobs. 

The move will bring to an end a five-year recruitment 
freeze. More than 15,000 people have expressed an inter¬ 
est in applying for the jobs and TMP will whittle that field 
down before candidates face an interview and checks. 

Chief Constable Chris Sims said human resources staff 
had been lost over the previous five years as it made no 
sense to retain them while no recruitment was being car¬ 
ried out. He said the cost of consultants was better value 
than replacing staff on a permanent basis, as this recruit¬ 
ment drive was anticipated to be short-lived. He added: 
“This spending on external providers is absolutely value 
for money. It would cost us an awful lot more if we were 
not employing these consultants.”

Council planning 
to borrow £2.5m 
to build car park 


A MULTI-STOREY car park with 
250 spaces is set to be built in 
Dudley with the cash-strapped 
council planning to borrow 
the £2.5 million required for a 
‘much-needed’ scheme. 

Work on the car park in Tower 
Street could begin next year under 
the proposal which was expected to be 
approved by Dudley Council’s cabinet 
committee last night. 

Details of the scheme were first an¬ 
nounced two years ago following repeated 
calls from traders for more parking in the 
heart of the town centre. 

Investment 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for transportation, defended the 
proposed loan, claiming the parking was a 
justified investment to support town centre 
regeneration. 

The council needs to make £34m of cuts 
over the next three years with bosses warn¬ 
ing around 40 jobs could be axed through 
compulsory redundancy. 

Councillor Ahmed said: “We are invest¬ 
ing because Dudley is doing well with its re¬ 
generation. We have the college expansion, 
supermarket proposals and the market re¬ 
development but car parking in the town 
centre could be better. 

“This will provide much-needed spaces in 
the town centre and I am confident it will 
further increase footfall which will benefit 
town business.

off — but it will not result in an automatic 
increase in charges. Our charges are on par 
with other local authorities. 

“We will continue to review the rates to 
ensure maintenance of the car parks can be 
paid for.” 

In a report to Wednesday’s meeting, of¬ 
ficers said the council would manage the 
scheme itself. Due to the levels of car park 
charges in the town centre, the report said 
the scheme was not ‘attractive’ to the pri¬ 
vate sector. 

Ideas for the car park were first drawn up 
following pressure from businesses in the 
town centre. 


THE Home Secretary was in Hale¬ 
sowen looking at passenger safety 
on the anniversary of the death of 
schoolgirl Christina Edkins, who 
was stabbed to death on a Birming¬ 
ham bus.

She said: “We have toughened up 
on the issue of knives. 

“We see, sadly, too many young 
people losing their lives as a result 
of knife crime. But we have been 
looking at the presumption that 
someone should go to prison if there 
are aspects of knife crime.” 

Mrs May met with members of 
the Safer Travel Partnership.

CRIMINALS have been put 
off carrying guns by the 
combined 124 year jail sen¬ 
tences handed to six gang 
members who shot at the 
West Midlands Police hel¬ 
icopter and officers, chiefs 
have been told. 

The jail terms imposed for 
six gang members involved 
in the disorder at the Bar¬ 
ton Arms pub during the 
2011 riots have deterred 
criminals carrying firearms, 
according to the force.

THE smog filled streets of 
1920s Birmingham where 
only the toughest survive in a 
community beset by poverty, 
police violence, gang war¬ 
fare, and loyalties are tested 
by Communist and Irish Re¬ 
publican causes. 

Millions glued to their television 
sets each week are captivated by these 
evocative streets, homes and smoky 
pubs ruled by family bonds.

Galileo driven by desire for knowledge 


A Life of Galileo, Birmingham Rep 

IAN McDiarmid gives a remarkable 
performance as the ageing Renais¬ 
sance scientist, Galileo Galilei, driven 
by a restless desire for knowledge in 
Mark Ravenhill’s translation of a Ber¬ 
tolt Brecht play. 

But I felt tension was lacking in 
the story of the 17th century Floren¬ 
tine scientist’s clash with the Roman 
Catholic Church, which insisted on 
suppressing his proof that the Earth 
orbits the Sun, rather than vice versa. 


Rep artistic director Roxanna Sil- 
bert’s production, first staged by the 
RSC at Stratford, crackles with energy 
and blurs the lines between now and 
then with a mix of modern and period 
costume. 

McDiarmid’s Galileo is so vain and 
addicted to earthly pleasures that, un¬ 
like his students, I didn’t feel surprise 
that he failed to resist the church’s 
demand that he recant. All the inqui¬ 
sition had to do was show him the in¬ 
struments of potential torture. 


Maybe it was not the honourable 
thing but I think most modern audi¬ 
ences would agree with his sensible 
ploy to save his skin and then carry on 
his research in secrecy. 

The old man’s pragmatic approach 
is summed up in the play’s best ex¬ 
change. When his disappointed stu¬ 
dent says ‘unhappy the land that has 
no heroes’, the wise scientist replies 
‘no, unhappy the land where heroes 
are needed.’

Fred capti¬ 
vated pupils when recounting his years 
of growing up in England, and how he 
later went on to marry, adopt four chil¬ 
dren, become a teacher and eventual¬ 
ly a headmaster at Dudley Grammar 
School where he retired in 1985.

James visited Year 11 GCSE citizen¬ 
ship pupils who are busy preparing 
and researching their campaigns as 
part of their GCSE programme of study. 

Campaigns included making Ped¬ 
more Technology College the first 
fair trade school in the area, a cam¬ 
paign for a summertime uniform and 
a group who are fighting to lower car 


insurance costs for young people. 

The MP discussed the group’s 
campaigns with them and how they 
could move forward to gain sup¬ 
port and publicity or their causes. 

She was so impressed with the pu¬ 
pil’s commitment and professionalism 
that she has invited a Year 11 female 
citizenship pupil to visit Parliament 
and Downing Street as part of Inter¬ 
national Women’s Day to discover 
how Parliament operates in detail.

Dermot's new project 
is out of this world 


D ermot O’Leary is no stranger 
to the pressures of live TV - 
after all, he’s the man who 
has had to get Louis Walsh to make 
his mind up about who he’s sending 
home on The X Factor. 

But now he’s about take on an 
even bigger challenge, as he helms 
a ground-breaking broadcast from 
the International Space Station. 

The presenter won’t actually be 
going into orbit himself, but he’s 
thrilled just to be our man at 
Mission Control in Houston. 

Dermot says: ‘This is such a 
mega and amazing programme to 
be part of, I am so looking forward 
to presenting it and I cannot wait. 

“Going live with a TV show is 
always great, but to be able to say 
‘now we are going live to the Space 
Station’ will be a fantastic and 
surreal experience.” 

It’s going to be fairly mind-blowing 
for viewers as well, as the 
programme aims to take us around 
the world in 90 minutes - over the 
course of the broadcast, the space 


station will be orbiting 250 miles 
above the Earth at speeds of up to 
17,500 miles-per-hour. 

And when they’re not sharing 
their incredible views of our planet, 
two of the ISS’s English-speaking 
astronauts, Rick Mastracchio and 
Koichi Wakata, will be interacting 
with the Earth-bound public. 

No doubt Dermot will have a few 
questions for them as well. “For me, 
the point of going into television is I 
am always interested in people - 
whether it is an astronaut or a cab 
driver. I love getting stories and it is 
why I do the job I do. 

“My fascination for this 
programme is two-fold. Aside 
from the live link-up and how 
brilliant that will be, there is that 
macabre thing where you wonder 
what you would do if something 
goes wrong. How do they deal with 
it? What do they do? Then there 
are the ordinary, daily things like 
how do they shave? How do they 
go about their day-to-day lives? 
Everything about it all fascinates 


Although Dermot admits he’s not 
an expert on space exploration, he 
does have a few boffins on hand. 

He’ll be joined in Houston by Mike 
Massimino, one of the astronauts 
who helped repair and upgrade the 
Hubble Telescope, but who might 
be best known to regular Channel 4 
watchers for his cameo 
appearances on The Big Bang 
Theory, and there are also 
contributions from Stephen Hawking 
and British astronaut Tim Peake. 

So after doing all the research 
and preparation for the show, and 
rubbing shoulders with the experts, 
is there a part of Dermot that 
wishes he was broadcasting from 
the Space Station itself? 

He says: “You don’t realise that 
when you talk about what it would 
be like to be an astronaut. The level 
of sacrifice they have to make is 
extraordinary and they have to be 
so fit and intelligent. They do have a 
certain purpose up there and the 
science that goes into it all really 
fascinates me - but no, I don’t want 
to be an astronaut!”

MG is on the right track 


The MG brand keeps plug¬ 
ging away, and with the 
launch of the MG3 supermi¬ 
ni, it looks to be on the right 
track. Andy Enright reports. 

The MG3 supermini has a lot of con¬ 
vincing to do in a very tough corner of 
the market. It certainly looks good and 
there’s a punchy 106PS engine under 
the bonnet. 

Efficiency admittedly isn’t up with 
the class best but extra equipment 
and lower pricing compared to direct 


rivals mean many potential buyers 
may not mind that. 

The MG3 was designed with the 
intention of being fun to drive, the 
chassis having been subjected to 
thousands of miles of testing on Eu¬ 
ropean roads. The first cars offered to 
journalists to drive in China were rath¬ 
er harshly sprung but MG promised to 
fit springs and dampers which offered 
a more supple feel for UK roads. 

The engine is a 1.5-litre 106PS 
four-cylinder unit which naturally 
drives the front wheels. There’s noth¬ 


ing revolutionary about the suspen¬ 
sion which is fairly standard set-up 
with MacPherson struts up front and a 
torsion beam at the rear. 

The exterior styling looks quite 
smart, if a little supermini-generic. 

The interior will come as a welcome 
relief to anybody who’s a bit baffled by 
the complexity and deep technology 
of many modern superminis. 

Prices start at under £8,500, getting 
you this supermini-sized car for less 
than the kind of money you’d pay for 
a little citycar.
